The east would not be the 
east w ithout the great arm y of burden 
bearers—the long carav ans of heav ily 
laden cam els in the desert, the T urk­ 
ish “ham als” staggering under tow er­ 
ing loads of baggage and m erchandise 
in the steep streets of C onstantinople, 
the noisy w ater men w ith th eir bloat­ 
ed and dripping goat skins in Egypt 
India, the tireless rickshaw m en of Japan and 
Singapore, and the faithful sedan chair coolies of 
H ongkong and Canton. 
T here is one v ery curious fact th at can not fail 
to im press Itself upon the m ind of ev ery observ ant ‘ 
tra v e le r who spends m uch tim e in the e a s t^ a fact 
that will v ery often determ ine the sei® of an oriental,

lU Duties and Powers of Investig ating 
Prod uction and Prices Here and 
Abroad Now Belong to Bureau of 
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•v en though the costum e m ight leav e one in 
doubt; for in Burm a, Siam and Jav a the men and 
wom en dress so much alike th at practically the 
only distinguishing feature is the turban usually 
W’orn by the men. 
W hen it comes to burden 
bearing, how’cv er, th ere can nev er be any doubt 
a s to sex, regardless of costum e, for the oriental 
wom an alm ost inv ariably carries ev erything upon 
h e r head, while the m an, ju st as inv ariably, bears 
ev ery kind of a burden swung across his shoul­ 
d ers from the ends of a bamboo pole. 
So m uch has this become second nature to 
th em th a t I hav e seen B urm ans and Jav anese 
tie a stone or o ther useless w'eight to one end of 
th e ir shoulder pole in order to balance some 
Indiv isible load at the other end, thus doubling 
th e W’eight of th eir load in order to carry it in 
th e custom ary m anner. 
And the oriental woman 
exhibU s the sam e reluctance with reference to 
carrying any kind of a burden, w hether large or 
sm all, in any m anner except upon h er head, the 
sole and solitary exception being her baby, which 
is usually tied upon her back. 
We are som etim es 
am azed by the size and w eight of the loads borne 
upon the heads of these women of the east, but 
a t th e sam e tim e It is not at all unusual to see 
th ese sam e women carrying upon th eir heads 
em pty dishes, fragile glassw are, things easily 
broken and of practically no w eight; but habit 
Is 8 0 strong with them th at ev ery object, no m at­ 
te r w hat its character, m ust be borne upon the 
head. 
It is this h abit of carrying heav y loads upon 
th e ir heads th at giv es such a superbly erect and 
queenly carriage to practically all the women of 
th e far east. 
The draw ing of w ater seem s to be 
th e ir peculiar task, and P alestine is not alone 
w ith h er Rebf'ccas at the well. 
W hile the v eiled 
w om en of Egypt and Syria fill th eir great kullehs 
of Nile clay and the little brown girl wiv es of 
India dip th eir shining brass w ater pots in the 
tem ple tanks or in the sacred Ganges; the m erry, 
graceful little girls and women of happy Burm a, 
fav ored abov e a ’l the women of the east, gather 
!n a social so rt of a way at the v illage fountains 
and spend long hours in the gossip so dear to 
fem inine h earts before they fill th eir fat brown 
“ch a ttie s” with the w ater for th eir household 
needs. 
And th ere is here no suggestion of do­ 
m estic slav ery or unhappy household bondage, 
a s th ese slender, brightly clad little daughters 
o f B urm a balance the dripping chatties upon 
th e ir great colls of beautiful hair and bear them 
happily back to the little basket hom es under the 
shadow y grov es of plantains and areca palm s, 
w hich are so generally the abode of sw eet con­ 
tent. 
W hen an oriental man bears w ater It is usually 
in a black, slim y, grewsome-lonking pigskin or 
goatskin, slung across his shoulders and looking 
for all*the world like tho corpse of some drowned 
thing. 
T hese are the “sakkas” or w ater men of 
E gypt and Turkey, who carry w ater for sprin­ 
kling th e roads to lay the dust in the v icinity of 
th e bazars and to supply also the ordinary w ants 
o f the oriental household. 
To the sam e class 
belong the “bhistis” of India, who form a sepa­ 
ra te religious caste hv them selv es and who carry 
th e w ater in th eir slimy goatskins ev ery m orn­ 
ing to fill the hiigf' tin dishpan. which In India 
serv es you as a bathtub. 
T here are also eth er w ater bearers am ong the 
m en of the orient, but these hav e nothing to do 


w ith 
household 
duties 
and 
form 
a 
busluosB 
class 
by 
themBelv ca. 
They are the “sherbutli” 
and “khem all” of Egypt, 
Turkey and Syria who 
sell sherbets, cooled w ith 
and 
sw eetened 
drinks 
rice and a tta r of roses. 
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the snows of Lebanon 
flav ored 
w ith 
ilco- 
The m usical clink of 
the two brass howls wliich these men carry and 
strike constantly together as they walk, is one 
of those characteristic sounds which to one who 
has trav eled in th e orient la inseparable from 
ev ery m em ory of an eastern city. 
One strange feature will Inv ariably im press it­ 
self upon the observ ant v isitor to Rangoon and 
Hongkong, two of the largest a nd '‘m ost splendid 
cities of the far east, and th a t Is the fact th at 
they are practically horseless cities, especially 
Hongkong, w here horses are seldom or nev er 
seen. 
In Rangood horses are used for carriage 
purposes, but are r .v er used for the hauling of 
freight and m erch .ndlse. and in both Rangoon 
and Hongkong practically all freight is hauled 
about the streets on curious freight carts drawn 
by num bers of coolies pulling on ropes. 
In Ran­ 
goon the carts hav e two large wheels and the 
coolies are alw ays H indus, for no Burm an would 
so dem ean him self or so Insult his pride as to 
become a beast of burden. 
In Hongkong the 
freight v ans are low, four-wheeled arrangem ents 
and are draw n by half-naked Chinese coolies. 
It is a pitiful thing to see how cheap a thing Is 
hum an life in this great city of Hongkong, where 
nature has done so much to create an earthly 
paradise. 
The streets are so steep as to m ake the use of 
horses quite im possible, and as the g reater part 
of the European population llv s on the “Peak,” 
or on the steep streets leading up its sides. It 
seem s cO be necessary th at m any thousands of 
Chinese coolies should sacrifice their liv es In 
th is heart-breaking work of burden bearing on 
these steep m ountain roads. 
There are hundreds 
of great m ansions and beautiful European v illas 
on the slopes of the “Peak,” and in building 
these hom es ev ery* brick and stone, ev ery tim ber 
and pound of m ortar had to be carried up from 
the city on the backs of Chinese coolies, laboring 
for a few pitiful pennies a day. 
Ev ery ounce of 
household supplies is brought up in the sam e 
m anner on the heads and backs of Chinese cool­ 
ies clim bing these steep 
and 
slippery 
roads. 
Coal Is transported in sacks of 150 or 200 pounds, 
suspended from a pole on the shoulders of two 
coolies, who v ery often are women. 
Most of the 
drinking w’a te r Is brought up In the sam e m an­ 
ner, and the dw ellers in these m ountain hom es 
are carried dowm to business in the city in the 
m orning and back again to the heights after the 
day's work is done in sedan chairs, borne on the 
shoulders of these sam e faithful coolies. 
The 
work of the “bearers” In the steep streets of 
Hongkong is so trying th a t It is said a coolie 
seldom liv es m ore than fiv e or six years after 
taking up this work. 
T he real com fort and ease of trav eling by 
sedan chair is a m ost surprising thing to one 
unfam iliar w ith this mode of trav el. 
A v ery de­ 
lightful surprise it is afte r the soul-racking ex­ 
periences of camel back and elephant riding in 
Africa and India. 
The reason for this is th at the 
bearers inv ariably keep step, and as they alw ays

i w ith all the excite­ 
m ent of d ' 
attending the attem pt, 
and with ‘ 
. final “killing” of the 
tariff board by congress, th ere 
has 
been actually in c i^ 4 « ic e 
a 
tariff 
board with full powers which nev er 
has been at work and whose v ery ex­ 
istence presum ably was unknown to 
the law m akers. 
Bureau of Labor’s Duty. 
In the spring of 18 S8 Grov er Clev e­ 
land, who was then president of the 
United States, gav e his approv al to a 
law establishing w hat was known as 
the bureau of labor. 
In the act estab­ 
lishing this bureau was a prov ision 
which read like this; 
“To ascertain at as early a date as 
possible, 
and 
w henev er 
industrial 
changes shall m ake It essential, the 
cost of producing articles at the tim e 
dutiable in the U nited States, in lead­ 
ing countries w here such ^.rticles are 
produced, by fully specified units of

or other com binations of capital, busi­ 
ness operations or labor, and what 
effect said tru sts, or other com bina­

W hen the departm ent cf com m erce 
and labor was established the bureau 
of labor was m erged into it, but the 
prov ision giv ing the tariff inv estigat­ 
ing power, for

the organic law of the land. 
Its en­ 
forcem ent, or rath e r its operation, 
becam e a p art of the duty of the de­ 
partm ent of com m erce and labor. 
Now Up to Commerce Bureau. 
At the session of congress last sum ­ 
m er the bureau of m aiiafacturfcs and 
the bureau of statistics of the depart­ 
m ent of com m erce and labor

U nder the rules of tholr hyusiness eti­ 
quette, one rickshaw m an may not rü n past an­ 
other w ithout begging his pardon, and the tru th 
of this w’as borne upon me v ery forcibly during 
a hurried rickshaw ride across Yokohama one day 
when I had only 16 m inutes by the w atch in 
which to catch a train for Gotemba. 
The speed 
w ith which we m ade 
th at 
two-mile 
journey 
around Yokoham a’s fam ous Bund and through 
the Benten-dori to the Tokyo railroad station 
necessitated no less than 27 sev eral and separate 
apologies; at least, I lost count at the tw enty- 
sev enth.

of shaking his hand. 
So far as the W hite House recep­ 
tions are concerned, howev er, W ash­ 
ington seem s to believ e th a t the actu­ 
al official receptions of the diplom ats, 
judiciary, congress and the arm y and 
nav y will be continued and th a t w ith 
them will stay the New Y ear’s day re­ 
ception when ev erybody who will may

I WAS FIRST BUREAU OF LABOR 


Its Duties and Powers of Investigating 
Production and Prices Here and 
Abroad Now Belong to Bureau of 
Commerce. 


By GEORGE CLINTON. 
W ashington.—An extraordinary dis­ 
closure has come through a careful 
reading of the laws of the land by 
Charles 
Nagel, 
secretary 
of 
com ­ 
m erce and labor. 
It has just been 
brought publicly to notice th a t since 
the year 1888 the governm ent has 
had the power through one of its de­ 
partm ents to do all the investigating 
necessary to get a proper business un­ 
derstanding of tariff m atters for the 
uses of congress. 
In other words, with all the trouble 
th at the adm ’ 
A ration had to get a 
tariff board 
i with all the excite­ 
m ent of d' 
attending the attem pt, 
and w ith ’ 
, final “killing” of the 
tariff board by congress, there 
has 
been actually in 
a 
tariff 
board with full powers which never 
has been at work and whose very ex­ 
istence presum ably was unknown to 
the law m akers. 
Bureau of Labor’s Duty. 
In the spring of 18S8 Grover Cleve­ 
land, who wras then president of the 
United States, gave his approval to a 
law establishing w hat was known as 
the bureau of labor. 
In the act estab­ 
lishing this bureau was a provision 
which read like this: 
“To ascertain at as early a date as 
possible, 
and 
w henever 
industrial 
changes shall m ake it essential, the 
cost of producing articles at the time 
dutiable in the United States, in lead­ 
ing countries w here such articles are 
produced, by fully specified units of 
production and under a classification 
showing the different elem ents of cost, 
or approxim ate cost, of such articles 
of production, including the 
wages 
paid in such industries a day, week, 
month, or year, or by the piece, and 
hours employed a day; and the profits 
of m anufacturers 
and 
producers of 
such articles; 
and the com parative 
cost of living, and kind of living; 
w hat articles are controlled by trusts 
or other com binations of capital, busi­ 
ness operations or labor, and what 
effect said trusts, or other com bina­ 
tions of capital, business operations. 
or labor 
have 
on 
production 
and 
prices ” 
W hen the departm ent cf com m erce 
and labor wras established the bureau 
of labor was merged into it, but the 
provision giving the tariff investigat­ 
ing power, for 
th at 
w i 3 
what it 
am ounted to. rem ained aa a part of 
the organic law of the land. 
Its en­ 
forcem ent, or ra th e r its operation, 
becam e a part of the duty of the de­ 
partm ent of com m erce and labor. 
Now Up to Commerce Bureau. 
At the session of congress last sum ­ 
m er the bureau of m anufactures aud 
the bureau of statistics of the depart 
mont of com m erce and labor 
wrere 
conolidated into a bureau to be known 
as the bureau of foreign and domestic 
j commerce. 
The section of the bill 
j following the provision for the con- 
! solidation prescribes th a t “those du 
ties of the d epartm ent of com m erce 
j and labor or bureau of labor continn- 
{ ed in section 7 of the act approved 
June 13, 1888, that established the 
! safjie, are hereby transferred to and 
shall hereafter be discharged by the 
bureau of foreign and dom estic com 
merce.” 
Congress last sum m er 
did 
away 
with the tariff board. 
W hen It con­ 
solidated the 
two 
bureaus named 
I above an intim ation was made that 
the resulting bureau would be of serv­ 
ice in collecting tariff data, but there 
was no intim ation at all that the pow’- 
er to collect it had been in the de­ 
partm ent of com m erce and labor all 
along.

seen. 
In Rangood horses are used for carriage 
purposes, but are r ,ver used for the hauling of 
freight and m erch .ndise, and in both Rangoon 
and H ongkong practically all freight is hauled 
about the stree ts on curious freight carts drawm 
by num bers of coolies pulling on ropes. 
In R an­ 
goon the carts have two large wheels and tho 
coolies are alw ays Hindus, for no F urm an would 
so dem ean him self or so insult his pride as to 
become a beast of burden. 
In Hongkong the 
freight vans are low', four-wheeled arrangem ents 
and are draw n by half-naked Chinese coolies. 
It is a pitiful thing to see how cheap a thing is 
hum an life in this great city of Hongkong, w here 
n atu re has done so much to create an earthly 
paradise. 
The streets are so steep as to m ake the use of 
horses quite impossible, and as the g reater part 
of the E uropean population livs on the “Peak,” 
or on the steep streets leading up its sides, it 
seem s ..o be necessary th a t m any thousands of 
Chinese coolies should sacrifice their lives in 
this heart-breaking work of burden bearing on 
these steep m ountain roads. 
T here are hundreds 
of great m ansions and beautiful European villas 
on th e slopes of the “Peak,” and in building 
these hom es every brick and stone, every tim ber 
and pound of m o rtar had to be carried up from 
the city on the backs of Chinese coolies, laboring 
for a few pitiful pennies a day. 
Every ounce of 
household supplies is brought up in the sam e 
m anner on the heads and backs of Chinese cool­ 
ies clim bing these steep 
and 
slippery 
roads. 
Coal is transported in sacks of 150 or 200 pounds, 
suspended from a pole on the shoulders of tw^o 
coolies, who very often are women. 
Most of the 
drinking w ater is brought up in the sam e m an­ 
ner, and the dwellers in these m ountain homes 
are carried dowm to business in the city in the 
m orning and back again to the heights afte r the 
day’s w-crk is done in sedan chairs, borne on the 
shoulders of these sam e faithful coolies. 
The 
work of the ‘‘b ea re rs’’ in the steep streets of 
H ongkong is so trying th a t it is said a coolie 
seldom lives m ore than five or six years after 
taking up this work. 
T he real com fort and ease of traveling by 
sedan chair is a m ost surprising thing to one 
unfam iliar with this mode of travel. 
A v e r y de­ 
lightful surprise it is a fte r the soul-racking ex­ 
periences of camel back and elephant riding in 
Africa and India. 
The reason for this is that the 
bearers invariably keep step, and as they alw ays 


even though the costum e m ight leave one in 
doubt; for in Burma. Siam and Ja v a the men and 
w om en dress so much alike th a t practically the 
only distinguishing feature is the turban usually 
w orn by the men. 
W hen it com es to burden 
bearing, however, th ere can never be any doubt 
a s to sex, regardless of costume, for th e oriental 
w om an alm ost invariably carries everything upon 
h e r head, while th e man, ju st as invariably, bears 
every kind of a burden sw ung across his shoul­ 
d ers from the ends of a bamboo pole. 
So m uch has this become second n atu re to 
th e m th a t I have seen B urm ans and Javanese 
tie a stone or o th er useless w eight to one end of 
th e ir shoulder pole in order to balance some 
Indivisible load at the oth er end, thus doubling 
th e w eight of th eir load in order to carry it in 
th e custom ary m anner. 
And the oriental wom an 
exhib{ts th e sam e reluctance with reference to 
carrying any kind of a burden, w h eth er large or 
sm all, in any m an n er except upon her head, the 
sole and solitary exception being h er baby, which 
Is usually tied upon b er back. 
W e are som etim es 
am azed by the size and w eight of the loads borne 
upon the heads of th ese wom en of the east, but 
a t th e sam e tim e it is not at all unusual to see 
th e se sam e women carrying upon th eir heads 
em p ty dishes, fragile glassw are, things easily 
broken and of practically no w eight; but habit 
Is so stro n g with them th a t every object, no m at­ 
t e r w hat its character, m ust be borne upon the 
head. 
It is this h ab it of ca rry in g heavy loads upon 
th e ir heads th a t gives such a superbly erect and 
queenly carriag e to practically all the women of 
th e fa r east. 
T he draw ing of w ater seem s to be 
th e ir peculiar task, and P alestine is not alone 
w ith h e r R ebeccas at tho well. 
W hile the veiled 
w om en of Egypt and Syria fill their great kullehs 
of Nile clay and the little brown girl wives of 
India dip th eir shining brass w ater pots in the 
tem p le tan k s or in the sacred Ganges; the m erry, 
graceful little girls and women of happy Burma, 
favored above a ’l the women of the east, g ath er 
In a social sort of a way at the village fountains 
an d spend long hours in the gossip so dear to 
fem inine h ea rts before they fill th eir fat browm 
“c h a ttie s” with the w'ater for th eir household 
needs. 
And th ere is here no suggestion of do­ 
m estic slavery or unhappy household bondage, 
a s th ese slender, brightly clad little daughters 
of B urm a balance the dripping chatties upon 
th e ir great colls of beautiful hair and bear them 
happily back to th e little basket homes under the 
shadow y groves of plantains and areca palms, 
w hich are so generally the abode of sw-eet con­ 
ten t. 
W hen an oriental man bears w'ater it is usually 
in a black, slimy, grew'some-looking pigskin or 
goatskin, slung across his shoulders and looking 
for alU the world like the corpse of some drowned 
thing. 
T hese are the “sakkas" or w ater men of 
E gypt and Turkey, who carry w ater for sprin­ 
klin g th e roads to lay the dust in the vicinity of 
th e bazars and to supply also th e ordinary w ants 
o f th e oriental household. 
To the sam e class 
belong th e “bhisti?" of India, who form a sepa­ 
ra te religious caste by them selves and who carry 
th e w a te r in th eir slimy goatskins every m orn­ 
ing to fill th e huge tin dishpan, which In India 
serv es you as a bathtub. 
T h ere are also oth er w ater bearers am ong the 
m en of th e orient, but these have nothing to do 


go at a gentle tro t the motion is easy and iii no 
w’ay tiresom e. 
It is a strange experience to lido 
hour after hour through the narrow, bewildering, 
crowded stree ts of this m ost amazing city on 
earth, with half-naked chair men stream ing w ith 
perspiration and constantly yelling at the top of 
their voices for the populace to clear the way* 
for it is a most rem arkable thing to see the re­ 
spect shown to the burden bearer in China. 
The 
m an with a load always has the right of w-ay, 
and the man with the heaviest load invariably 
is given precedence. 
In this wonderful land of 
China, which we have so long been taught to 
despise, the burden bearer is honored as in no 
oth er land, and labor is exalted in a m anner un­ 
known to our w estern world. 
At Shanghai we come upon another stran g e 
and peculiarly Chinese mode of conveyance and 
burden 
bearing—the 
passenger 
wheelbarrow, 
upon which it is necessary to carry two passen­ 
gers in order to balance the barrow. 
These bar­ 
rows are very generally used in the Shanghai 
district, both as freight carriers and for tran s­ 
porting passengers, and it Is a decidedly am using 
sight to see som e rich Chinese farm er or coun­ 
try m erchant, wonderfully arrayed in silks and 
balanced by his wife or a huge crate of poultry. 
as he rides into the walled city of Shanghai on 
one of these lum bering wheelbarrows. 
In Ceylon, Burma, Siam and the Malay states, 
and in m any parts of China, and throughout all 
the islands of Japan, the rickshaw is the common 
and alm ost universal m eans 
of 
travel, 
yet, 
curiously enough, the jinrickshaw was the inven­ 
tion of an American missionary to Japan and 
was unknow n to the oriental world less chan 
seventy years ago. 
These rickshaw m en of Japan are a m ost ad­ 
m irable class—patient, honest, faithful and often 
exceedingly well informed. 
It is a most am az­ 
ing thing to see the politeness and consideration 
of the sturdy rickshaw m en of Bai Nippon. 
It 
is, moreover, a politeness bern in their souls; 
never lacking under the 
most 
trying 
circum ­ 
stances. 
U nder the rules of their business eti­ 
quette, one rickshaw m an may not ran past an­ 
other w ithout begging his pardon, and the tru th 
of this was borne upon me very forcibly during 
a hurried rickshaw 'ride across’ Yokohama one day 
when I had only 16 minutes by the w atch in 
which to catch a train for Gotemba. 
The speed 
with which we m ade 
th a t 
two-mils 
journey 
around Y okoham a’s famous Bund and through 
the Benten-dori to the Tokyo railroad station 
necessitated no less than 27 several and separate 
apologies; a t least, I lost count at the twenty- 
seventh. 
Two rickshaw s passing rapidly in op­ 
posite directions collided, mixing up the tw'o ve­ 
hicles and throw ing one of the rickshaw men 
to the ground. 
Again the native Japanese po­ 
liteness asserted itself. 
Instead of abusing one 
another and possibly resorting to blows, the two 
little rickshaw men righted themselves, politely 
took off their huge mushroom hats, bowed most 
courteously and begged one another’s pardon! 
Im agine tw’o A m erican cabbies apologizing to 
one another afte r such a collision!

Mr. Carnegie has published a tim*, 
ly and enlightening 
statement 
con­ 
cerning his misunderstood action in 
“swearing off personal taxes,” says the 
Chicago Record-Herald. 
That phrase 
has an unpleasant sound everywhere, 
but a new statute—and a wise one— 
has given it a meaning in New York 
that is free from objectionable con­ 
nections. 
The so-called secured debt law Is an 
extension of the mortgage recording 
act. 
It enables holders of bonds to 
register them and pay, once for all, 
a tax equal to one-half of one per 
cent, of their face value. 
Such reg­ 
istration and payment exempt them 
from the local personal property tax, 
which, as elsewhere, is confiscatory 
and therefore generally unenforceable, 
except in the case of widows, orphans 
and unusually conscientious persons. 
The enactment of the secure^ debt 
law’ was a great step forward. 
It will 
bring more revenue thqn the general 
property tax did, and it will do away 
with hypocrisy, perjury and gross un­ 
fairness. 
We need a similar statute in Illinois. 
We have the evils which that law is 
designed to cure. 
Bonds and stock* 
largely escape taxation here, and as­ 
sessors are driven to guess and tax 
blindly. 
Before, 
however, w-e can 
modify the general property tax and 
treat intangible personality as a dis­ 
tinct form of property for revenue 
purposes, we must amend our consti­ 
tution. 
The people have advised the 
legislature to submit such an amend­ 
ment, and this advice should be car­ 
ried out. 
Opposition based on pre­ 
judice, ignorance and irrational fear 
should be vigorously resisted and de­ 
feated.

taxed on what he owns and taxed on 
what he owes. 
He is fined because 
he has a laudable ambition. 
The existing law' discourages the 
locating of manufactories in Illinois. 
It taxes not only the factory build­ 
ings, machinery, materials and prod­ 
uct. but also the capital stock which 
Is but that value’s paper representa­ 
tive. 
Encouragement of home-owning and 
encouragement 
of 
labor-employing, 
town-building and country-building en­ 
terprises is vitally necessary to civic 
soundness and to general prosperity. 
A law discouraging these things is 
opposed to public policy. 
It is a law 
that should not be allowed to stand. 
What legislative need of Illinois is 
greater than the need for a fair tax­ 
ing law'?

U tica and everyone w as invited to a t­ 
tend th e sessions, but voting on resolu­ 
tions w as re stric te d to those rep re­ 
senting ce rtain official bodies, one or­ 
ganization from each city, such as a 
cham ber of com m erce or a board of 
trade, and all state-w ide organizations. 
In th is w ay each locality and legi­ 
tim a te in te re st of th e sta te w a # rep­ 
re sen ted ; y et no one locality nor in­ 
te re st w as p erm itted to dom inate.

re su lt 
th e 
legislative 
program 
agreed to by th is conference had be­ 
hind it such w eight of real and p rac­ 
tical influence th a t it w as enacted by 
th e sta te leg islatu re w ithout delay. 
Am ong th e law s resu ltin g from th is 
first conference w as 
th e 
recording 
m ortgage act w hich p erm itted th e re ­ 
cording of m ortgages and th e ir ex­ 
em ption from th e personal property 
tax upon paym ent of a nom inal fee 
of one-half of one per cent, and w hich 
prom ptly increased th e revenue from 
this source by about $3,000,000, at 
th e sam e tim e doing aw ay w ith th e 
dissatisfaction w hich had alw ays a t­ 
tended attem p ts to assess m ortgages 
as personal property. 
New* York sta te held a second con­ 
ference last year a t Buffalo and a 
th ird will soon be held. 
At th e re ­ 
quest of th e N ational Tax association 
G overnor C arroll of Iow a called a

A m uch m ore p atien t, scrupulous 
and Industrious leg islatu re th a n any 
Illinois ever had in re cen t y ears m ight 
easily lose Its p atience w ith Chicago 
com ing before it every tw o y ears as 
reg u larly as th e governor's biennial 
m essage, w ith a plea for relief from 
som e m onstrosity in th e tax law s. 
T he Junl bill occasionally tak es th e 
form of som ething 
built 
exclusively 
for th e purpose of confusing and con­ 
founding everything to w hich it ap­ 
plies, b u t th e fau lt is not inherently 
in th e law. 
It is inheren tly in the 
w hole m iserable taxing system of Illi­ 
nois. 
If th e sta te had a m ore patient, 
scrupulous and industrious legislature, 
Chicago asking for piecem eal reform s 
w ould be m et w ith im patience, but 
tem p o rary relief w ould be given, and 
th en th e tax system wrtmld be over­ 
hauled from top to bottom and per­ 
m a n e n t relief from th ese confusions 
w’ould be obtained.—C hicago Tribune.
